1.  That  I  am  the  owner  and  master  of  the  British  Schooew 
Eva  Marie,  r^stered  at  the  Port  of  Victoria,  BritiA  OohimUa. 

2.  That  the  said  schooner  is  the  same  vessel  as  is  referred  to 
in  the  answer  of  the  United  States  of  Anje'ica  to  the  memorial  of 
His  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  in  support  of  the  claims  of  tht, 
mwners  of  the  British  Sdiooners  Jessie,  Thtmiaa  F.  Bayard  and  Pes- 
eawfaa  for  compensaticto  for  illc^l  interferenoe  with  and  prevmtitm 
from  pursuing  their  lawful  occupation  on  the  hi|^  seas. 

3.  That  my  said  vessel  was  also  equipped  and  manned  for 
hunting  sea  otter  in  the  same  way  as  the  said  Sdmnm  Jeiaie, 
Thomas  F.  Bayard  and  Pescawha,  and  I  hunted  in  company  with 
them  until  the  evening  of  the  day  before  they  were  molested  by  the 
United  States  Revenue  Officers  of  the  Bear  as  alleged,  when,  having 
caught  sight  of  the  United  States  Bevenne  Cutter,  I  deci<M  to  leave 
that  vicinity  and  aeeordiBgjy  put  ont  to  sea.
